REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record to Loblich fails to disclose the claimed process of making a supported KMgP04 catalyst 
comprising sintering KMgP04 and a carrier under 1,00-1,400 °C for 22-26 hours. With regard to 
the claimed steam cracking of hydrocarbons to produce ethylene and propylene employing a 
supported KMgP04 catalyst, Loblich fails to disclose employing the catalyst therein for steam 
cracking. Also, the previously applied prior art to Dugan fails to disclose the claimed amount of 
ethylene and propylene as recited in instant claim 23.
